INFORMATION ON TAX 
GIVEN BY COLLECTOR 


First of Series of Statements Tells 
How Husband and Wife May 
. File Retarns. | 





The first of a series of statements 
giving information to guide income tax 
payers was issued yesterday by Frank 
K. Bowers, Collector of ‘the Third Dis- 
trict, which comprises downtown Man- 
hattan. The information is applicable 
to- income tax returns wherever filed in 
the city., It, was. as follows: 

“Your income tax for the year 1925 
is less in proportion to your income 
than .was the tax for 1924. A rate re- 
duction, however, is not the only bene- 
fit afforded by the Revenue act. of|I 
1926. . Incréase in the exemptions and 
other changes in revenue legislation 
are of immediate interest to every tax- 
payer. 

“The Revenue act of 1926. requires 
that. returns be filed by every single 
person whose net income for 1925 was 
$1,500 or more, or whose gross income 
was $5,000-or- more, and by every mar- 
ya couple whose aggregate net income 

$3,500.or more or whose aggregate 
gross income was $5,000 or more. 

“Last year returns were required ‘of 
married couples whose aggregate net 
income was $2,500 or more and of single 
pérsons whose net income was $1,000 or 
more. Husband and wife living to- 
gether may include the income of each 
in. a single joint return, or each may 
file a separate return showing the in- 
come of each. Net income is gross in- 
come less certain specified deductions 
for business expenses, losses, bad debts, 
contributions, &c. 

“The period for filing returns ends 
March 15,. 1926. The return, accom- 
panied by at least one-fourth of the 
amount of tax due, must be filed with 
the Collector of Internal. Revenue. for 
the district in. which the taxpayer has 
his legal residence or has his Principal 
place of business.’’

SAY STARVATION FACES 
CHILDREN AMID PLENTY 


Investigators of Aid Society Find 
Improper Diets Omit. Food 
Needed -for Growth. 


Starvation in the midst of plenty is 
the fate’ confronting many children in 
New York, according to a five-year 
study malnutrition among. school 
children'conducted by the New York 
Children's. Aid Society of 105 Kast 
Siamese Street, the result. of 

hich was made public’ yesterday by 
the President of the society, William 
Church Osborn. 


Within ‘the last five years, accord- 
ing@to the report, the society has 
brought’ back te: health more t 
8,000 children suffering from under- 
nourishment at its ten health~centre 
schools which handicapped children at- 
tend. The health-building pt pen 
adopted bythe society has 
malnutrition from 41: to 16 per cent. 
among the children in these schools, in 
‘spite of the fact that there has been 
inthe five years a 75 pér cent:‘ turn- 
over of pupils. -More. than 2,000,000 
dietary lunches, specially prescribed 
for individual children; -were prepared, 
and served; ~ More than 20,000: dental 
treatments sere given, and 3,000 torsil 
operations arranged. Convalescent cave 
had;to be provided: for the majority 
of tonsil and adenoid cases. 

“The first survey of homes five 
years ago,’”’ the report says, ‘“‘re- 
vealed the major reasons why the chil- 
dren were undernourishéd. Coffee; tea/ 
potatoes, bread and stew meat were 
found to make up ‘the diet. © Milk, 
eggs, butter, fruit and green vege- 
tables -were conspicous by their ab- 
sence,”” A representative of the so- 
ciety said that it was possible for a

Hopes to Be Rid of Business. 


“I. was thus driven from the work 
which I loved to enter the business 
world for my livelihood: During all 
these years I have continued) as a lay- 
man with other duties to discharge, to 
do such work as seemed possible for 
the Church of God, but all the time my 
desire has been to get free from busi- 
ness entanglements. 

“I wish to bring into operation. my 
present proposals: before I leave Eng- 
land.

“My earned income, as Chairman of 
different companies, is made up by the 
principal company to £2,000 a year and 
my expenses abroad, and of this sum 
I propose to retain only £500 and ex- 
penses. I have already made a pro- 
yision for my wife, which. is perfectly 
Satisfactory to her ‘and Will enable her 
to continue her work at St. Augustine’s 
Stepney, the value of which, EF know 
you appreciate as I do. 

“The shares which I héld and other 
property which I possess will be di- 
vided equally between the incorporated 
society -and a private trust.for the 
‘benefit of the miembers’of my family, 
with the ‘special proviso that;as each 
of the beneficiaries dies, his share will 
accrue to the incorporated society.

change in its official discount rate. 
Furthermore, the use of commercial 
bills continues to decline. The value of 
bills drawn during January was only 
‘three-quarters of thattin July, 1925, 
when the largest total was reached.
